The resolution proposes another 
amendment to the new tax law so 
as to levy 1 cent a gallon on gaso- 
line imports if the owner has on 
June 21 more than 25,000 gallons in 
storage and 4 cents a gallon on im- 
ported lubricating oil if the owner 
holds more than 1,000 gallons.

THE PROHIBITION PLANK 


Proposes Another Amendment to Keplace 
Present 


Amendment of Federal Constitution. 


Eighteenth 


Chicago—UP)—The text of the administration prohibition plank 
adopted by the Republican resolutions 
committee Wednesday 
night follows: 


The Republican party has always stood and stands today for 
obedience to and enforcement of the law as the very foundation 
of orderly government and civilization. There can be no national 
security otherwise. 


The duty"o£ the president of the United States_and of the officers 


of the law is clear. The law must be enforced as'they find it en- 
acted by the people. To these courses of action we pledge our 
nominees. 


The Republican party is and always >»ag been the party of the 
constitution. Nullification by non-observance by individuals or 
state action threatens the stability of government. 


-While the constitution makers sought a high degree of perma- 
nence, they foresaw the need of changes and provided for them. 
Article V limits the proposals of amendments to two methods: 
(1) Two-thirds of both houses of congress may propose amend- 
ments; or (2) on application of the legislatures of two-thirds of 
the states a national convention shall be called by congress to 
propose amendments. Thereafter ratification must be fta^ in 
one of two ways: (1) By the legislatures of three-fourths of the 
several states; or (2) by conventions held in three-fourths of the 
several states. Congress is given power to determine the mode 
of ratification. 


Referendums without constitutional sanction cannot furnish, a 
decisive answer. Those who propose them innocently are deluded 
by false hopes; those who propose them knowingly are deceiving 
the people. 


A nationwide controversy over the Eighteenth amendment now 
distracts attention from the constructive solution on many press- 
ing national problems. The principle of national prohibition as 
embodied in the_amendment was supported and opposed by mem- 
bers of both great political parties. It was submitted to the states 
by members of congress of different political faith and ratified 
by state legislatures of different political majorities. It was not 
then and is not now a partisan political question- 


Members of the Republican party hold different opinions with 
respect to it and no public^ official or member of the party should, 
be pledged or forced to choose between his party affiliations and 
his honest convictions upon this question. 


We do not favor a submission limited to the issue of retention 


or repeal. For the American nation never in its history has gone 
backward, and in this case the progress which has been thus far 
made must be preserved, while the evils must be eliminated. 


We, therefore, believe that the people should have an onnor- 
tunity to pass upon a proposed amendment, the provision of which, 
while retaining in the federal government power to preserve the 
gains already made in dealing with the evils inherent in the liquor 
traffic, shall allow states to deal with the problem as their citi- 
zens may determine, but subject always to the power of the fed- 
eral government to protect those states where" prohibition may 
exist and safeguard our citizens everywhere from the return of 
the saloon and attendant abuses. 


Such an amendment should be promptly submitted to the states 
by congress, to be acted upon by state conventions called for that 
sole purpose in accordance with the provisions of article V of the 
constitution, and adequately safeguarded so as to be truly rep- 
resentative.

GO BACK TO ERIN

In a world that is topsy-turvy and 


trying earnestly and honestly to right 
itself De Valera digs and scratches to 
find something to quarrel about. He 
does not want Irish, officials to take an 
oathNfco the king, the same oath that is 
taken in all British dominions, the same 
oath that Irishmen, including De Valera, 
have been taking for ten years, an oath 
that every person who reasons and isn't 
looking for a squabble knows is a form 
based upon the ancient fiction that the 
king is the government. Beyond that 
De Valera had to violate a plainly writ- 
ten and deliberate contract in order to 
create a squabble. But without a squab- 
ble how would this school master have 
arisen to prominence? Without red meat 
you cannot have much roaring.

quence-.? of what is going on about us and 


act before we become mired, act .before 
we face the hopeless confusion that this 
policy seems to generate. 


The country contains all shades of 


political thought from what the Europe- 
ans call the extreme Left to the extreme 
Right, that is from the communists to the 
most reactionary conservativeK. 


It should be plain to us however that 


we cannot have a political party for each 
shade of opinion. It isn't practical. It 
tends to constant log-rolling, the daily 
shirking of responsibility and in time 
makes the shambles out of government 
that Germany faces with its sixteen po- 
litical parties. It should be evident to all 
that men must group themselves into po- 
litical parties, not satisfied with every- 
thing that party upholds, but with a 
majority of its policies. And two, or at 
the most three, political parties are all 
that a nation can stand that really gets 
out of political action the most that is 
possible for its people. 


Our country has prospered best under 


this system. Abraham Lincoln and Theo- 
dore Roosevelt, both men of the highest 
type, and unswerving in their devotion to 
the country and its people spoke strong- 
ly of the necessity of united party action 
in relation to major policies. The number 
of propositions that come before our con- 
gress where a man would be outraging 
his conscience to vote with his party are 
extremely limited. The number -where 
he would be outraging his own personal 
position in the sun or his personal ad- 
vantage are unlimited. 


It is conceivable that Republican lead- 


ers who may be entirely dissatisfied 
with Mr. Hoover, both as to his policies 
and his qualities, may follow the attitude 
of abstaining from active participation in 
the Campaign- It is not conceivable that 
they may continue to do as did Mr. Elaine 
four years ago, actively support a candi- 
date of the opposition and stay on in the 
party with the plain expectation of re- 
peating. 


We hope the time will shortly arrive 


when the people will see the hopelessness 
of trying to run this government, this great 
and sprawling nation, without some unity 
of command, some discipline. We can- 
not all have our own way. 


But the people will adhere to the 


present condition if they admire the gen- 
ius of De Valera and love every sort 
of a scrimmage from a dog fight up to 
a well organized fracas, without regard 
to the rather sinister consequences that 
flow from lots of fights and no building. 


THE OTTAWA CONFERENCE 


So surfeited is the world with vital 


questions awaiting solution that the Brit- 
ish imperial economic conferences, to be 
held in July in Ottawa, has escaped the 
attention, it deserves. But its signifi- 
cance is so great, not only as to its pos- 
sible effects upon world trade but even 
upon the very future of the British com- 
monwealth, that it is a grave mistake to 
consider this meeting as a harmless little 
party given by Canada to her sister do- 
minions. 


Out of this conference may come the 


answer as to what use there is -in main- 
taining the fiction of a common citizen- 
ship. The British Empire has already 
disintegrated into an association of com- 
monwealths, each having complete home 
rule. It is now but a moral and senti- 
mental union of nations. Are they to 
continue in close relationship, or is each 
dominion to go its own way? 


From a British viewpoint, this meet- 


ing will test the value of the common- 
wealth idea. 
Preferential trade rela- 


tions and the value of economic cooper- 
ation, maintaining within the association 
one great market unhampered by tar- 
iff barriers, w21 be the essential founda- 
tions upon which proponents of the com- 
monwealth idea hope to build a lasting 
unity among the dominions. 


In the working out of this theory the 


difficulties to overcome will be great. 
Heretofore little progress has been made 
in the direction of economic cooperation, 
each dominion having established its own 
trade barriers, but it is felt that unless 
this conference succeeds in finding some 
satisfactory basis for a more profitable 
union, the consequences are apt to be 
serious. At worst it might mean the 
collapse of the British Commonwealth of 
Nations. 


That such an event might mean a po- 


litical disaster for the world is a view- 
point likely to be disregarded by many 
nations whose trade with the British do- 
minions will suffer through any success 
of the Ottawa conference. 
Within the 


past few days a leading English news- 
paper has declared there is a definite plan 
under way among foreign nations to 
wreck the conference. Every means of 
direct and indirect propaganda, it is 
claimed, are being used to sow seeds of 
discord between the mother country and 
the dominions. In this scheme the United 
States is said to have no part, though 
the foreign trade of this country, par- 
ticularly with Canada and England, is 
apt to be disfavorably affected to the 
extent of hundreds of millions of dollars 
annually. 


There can be little doubt that other 


nations will lose at least at first, should 
the conference accomplish its purpose. 
Yet the members of the commonwealth 
are clearly within their rights in taking 
whatever action will be to their own in- 
terests. In any trade relations that may 
be established the United States, in view 
of its own selfish tariff policies, should 
have no cause for complaint. 


The whole future of the British Com- 


monwealth may hinge upon what takes 
place at this Ottawa conference. Its pro- 
ceedings should be -watched with interest 
as having a definite and vital relation 
to important world history now in the 
making.

By early summer the gardener 


knows feirly definitely what his 
garden offers for summer and feU. 
He ftm count the results of success- 
ful seed plantings. 
He knows 


•wherein his garden has failed to 
come up to his_ early hopes and 
plans, what seeds have failed to 
germinate, what seedlings have fal- 
len to the ravages of the weather or 
of the dasnping-oif fungus, cut- 
worms, and other pests and diseas- 
es.Rare indeed is a garden -without 
any gaps, and it is time to touch 
up the picture 


With care and -with heed to 
weather predictions good gardeners 
transplant annual* from, crowded 
areas not occupied hy growing 
plants. 
The forehanded gardener 
knew in the spring that the need 
for garden patching was likely to 
develoo and planted accordingly. 
"Fill-in" Plants All Beady 


He may have planted a few varie- 
ties in a corner of the vegetable 
garden, in rows reserved for cut- 
ting, or in the perennial border or 
rose/ bed, expecting to move the 
seedlings -when the need developed. 
If he started seed in the house or 
under glass he may have transfer- 
red them to a little nursery out- 
doors to grow until needed for fill- 
ing out the flower scheme. 


Some an-ntiais are easy to trans- 


plant—?innia«8t marigolds, petunias, 
sweet alyssum, portulaca, cornflow- 
ers, China-asters, summer chrysan- 
themums and Drummond phlox 
are some of the varieties most use- 
iul for replacements. Nasturtiums, 
Iceland poppies and the lupines, be- 
cause of their tap roots, are not so 
easy to transplant, and usually are 
planted where they are to bloom. 


Replacement patching fills blank 


spots. The gardener may also want 
:o improve the quality of the flow- 
er display, to create color harmon- 


nation unattractive. Sometimes gar- 
deners rearrange and break up un- 
attractive combinations and create 
pleasing ones by transplanting, 
even late in the season. 


White Prevents Clashinr 


Oftener, perhaps, it is possible to 


improve the picture by judiciously 
adding white or green that will 
separate clashing colors. Some of 
the white and tinted, flowers use- 
ful in this way are: babysbreath, 
white candytuft, China-asters, some 
chrysanthemums, 
Clarkias 
and 
snapdragons, white scabiosa, snow- 
on-the-mountain and white ver- 
benas. Migonette is particularly de- 
sirable among low growing flowers, 
but is rather difficult to transplant. 


The effect of fhi* kind of replant- 
ing may be either to introduce 
white flowers to break up Haloing 
color combinations, or -merely to 
break the color mass with greenery 
of plants that will bloom at a later 
season. 


Such changes often improve the 


floral display, but it is better, of 
course, to avoid the need for patch- 
ing. The blooming season is the 
time to take notes of good combi- 
nations and of bad combinations. 
Get the notes in black and white as 
a reminder for next spring when 


you will be planning another gar- 
den scheme.
